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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 11/2/05 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues in substance:

In reply to a);Willhof teaches, col.7, lines 30-33, teaches that the a SMS message or messages has been received from the mobile 
station, the BMI un assigns the traffic channel and terminates the procedure. This clearly teaches, "terminating the setting up of the call 
channel(BMI unassigns the traffic channel) once the user message has been communicated(SMS message or messages have been 
received from the mobile station)." 

In reply to b); Willhof teaches, Abstract, col. 6, lines 23-45, teaches that a request for digital traffic channel uses DCCH and used to 
request the traffic channel with an SMS message. Therefore, Wilhof, clearly teaches, "placing a user message in a spare field of a 
signaling message for setting up the call channel". 

In reply to c); Lahtinen in view of Perinpanathan does teach, col. 7, lines 14-25, the termination of the call channel, therefore teaches 
"terminating the setting up of the call channel once the user message has been communicated"; 

In reply to d) Lahtinen in view of Perinpanathan does teach, col. 3, lines 15-col.4, lines 63 teaches, setting up in the GSM network the use 
of channel for sending messages, "placing a user message in a spare field of a signaling message for setting up the call channel";. 
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
